Henry IV Once Contemplated

“ Had the plan hern adopted sf the 
time it was proposed the taxes of Eng­ 
land nnd France, as two of the parties, 
would have been at least ten millions 
sterling annually to each nation less 
than they were at the commencement 
of the French Revolution." 
Here Is nlso part of a letter ad­ 
dressed to Lafayette from Paine, leb- 
ruar.v 0, 1702: 
“ If you make a campaign the ensu- 
Inc spring, which is most probable 
there w ill be no occasion for, I will 
<oiiM nnd Join you. 
Should the cam­ 
paign commence, I hope It will ter­ 
minate In the extinction of Herman 
de?M*otism and establishing the free­ 
dom of all Germany. 
When France 
shall hf surrounded with revolutions 
she will he in peace ami safety and 
her tn\*'s, as well as those of Ger­ 
many, will consequently become less."
